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To  the  Indulgent  Reader. 
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71/ HOEFER  you  are  that  CGndefcend 
to  pern fe  this  finally  and  plain  traffic 
which  is  not  written  merely  to  fatisfy  the 
curious , nor  the  critick  ; there  may  be 
fomething  therein  that  may  afford  the 
former  fatisf action , but  the  latter  I do 
exfield  will  make  his  exceptions  and 
objections,  and  perhaps  more  fo  by  reafon 
of  his  prejudice  or  jaundiced  eye,  which  too 
often  prevails  when  fuch  an  one  takes  up 
any  work,  only  with  an  intent  to  find  out 
its  faults.

tion \ I was  urged  by  fever  a l to  make 
them  public,  and  I have  reluctantly 
granted  them  their  requeft ; yet,  not 
without  reque/ling  the  Father  of  mercies 
'hat  he  would  fucceed  the  attempt  with 
iis  b l effing  upon  it,  to  the  humble  teach - 
ible  Chrijlian  reader.

An 
(immediate  acquaintance  with  hi  lx 
n thefe  characters,  and  being  an  eye*. 
vitneL  ot  his  afle&ionate  conduct  in 
)oth  of  them,  but  particularly  in  the 
j after,  has  been  the  occafion  of  taking 
Jip  my  maiden  pen  to  leave  a memo- 
lial  of  fome  tranfaCtions,  of  which  I 
av'e  not  been  an  idle  obferver.  And 
i'fo  to  vindicate  that  Divine  Provi- 
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deuce,  which  took  him  away  (com- 
paratively) at  a ftroke,  from  the  midlt 
of  us,  and  in  the  meridian  of  his  life 
and  ufefulnefs  amongft  us — 1 think  I 
may  alfo  venture  to  fay,  that  as  a Mi- 
nifter,  v/e  have  very  few  left  behind 
him  that  are  his  equals ; but  in  the 
two-fold  character  that  he  moved,  I 
may  boldly  fay  fuch  another  is  not  left 
behind,  therefore  worthy  of  our  me- 
morial. But  the  rather  to  vindicate 
the  truth,  from  the  mifconceptions 
that  have  been  formed  of  his  charac- 
ter as  the  Phvlician  to  the  Sick  Man  s 
Friend.  There  have  not  been  want- 
ing thole  (even  amongft  his  friein 
who  have  been  furprized  at  his  inter- 
fering in  that  character;  and  judgi 
that  it  muft  have  dallied  with  his 
ficial  one,  as  a Minifter ; — but  this 
has  been  ralhly  urged  for  want 
better  information.

And 
fo  he  did  as  an  inftrument  follow  him 
in  lpending,  and  being  fpent,  not  only 
for  the  fouls  of  men  chiefly,  as  they 
were  his  moll  earned:  purluit,  but 
alio  for  their  Bodies.  Caviller  ! go 
thou  and  do  likewife.

T N the  perfon  of  Job,  we  have  a 
. character  raifed  up  of  the  Lord  in 
the  patriarchal  days,  for  a confirma- 
tion of  the  truth  of  God,  in  the  prac- 
tical and  experimental  parts  of  the 
fame,  fo  that  it  has  been  very  wifely 
and  judicioufly  obferved  by  one,  that 
the  Book  of  Job  was  the  Patriarch’s 
Gofpel.  But  as  there  have  been,  fo 
are  there  now  many  oppofers,  of  not  j 
only  this  book  in  particular,  but  of  I 
the  whole  Old  Telfament,  as  if  it 
related  only  to  fadts  then  done  to, 
and  amongft  that  people,  who  were] 
diftinguifhed.  by  the  names,  Jews 
and  Ifraelites  ; but  the  Apoftld 
Peter  lilences  fuch  futile,  objec 
tions,  by  declaring,  that  to  the  Lori 
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Jefus  Chrift , all  the  Prophets  gave  wit- 
ness, A els  x.  43.  again  his  2d  epift. 

1 ft  chap.  20th  verfe,  Knowing  this 
firfi,  that  no  prophecy  of  the  feripture  is 
of  any  private  interpretation — fo  that  a 

Ilind  not  prejudiced  againft,  but  in- 
uenced  by  the  fcripturest  muft  ac- 
nowledge  that  this  part,  with  all  the 
ther  Old  Teftament  feriptures,  are 
written  for  our  inftrudtion,  and  more 
oncerns  us  than  many  are  aware  of ; 
or  he  who  fpeak  as  never  man  fpeak, 
as  teftified  that  not  one  jot  or  one  tittle 
lall  in  no  wife  fail  from  the  Law,  till 
ll  be  fulfilled,  Matth.  v.  18.  either  in 
he  Perfon  of  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift 
neritorioufty,  who  is  the  end  of  the 
iw  for  righteoufnefs  to  every  one  tha ^ 
elisveth , Rom.  x.  44.  or,  in  the  faL 
'ation  of  them  through  Him,  other- 
vife  it  will  have  its  threatenings  ex- 
ecuted on  all  them  that  obey  not  the 
?ofpel  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  2 Theft'. 

. 8.  which  confifts  in  taking  him  for 
'Vifdom,  and  Righteoufnefs,  and  Sancli- 
ication,  and  Redemption,  1 Cor.  i.  30. 
^nd  the  proof  that  thefe  are  become 
)urs,  will  appear  in  our  lives  and  con- 
sedations,  when  there  is  not  a walk- 
ng  after  the  flefh,  the  works  of  which 
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are  fummed  up  in  the  19th,  20th  and 
2 1 ft  verfes  of  the  5th  chapter  of  Gal. 
but  on  the  contrary,  the  fruits  pro- 
duced in  the  conduct  of  thofe  who 
are  made  partakers  of  thofe  invaluable 
bleffings,  are  produced  by  a meafure 
of  the  fame  Spirit  imparted  to  them, 
which  is  effentiajly  in  their  Head  the 
Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  and  which  unites 
them  to  him — and  from  whom  their 
fruit  is  found , Hofea  xiv.  8. — as  doth 
the  branches  of  the  vine,  by  their 
participation  of  its  lap,  and  union  to 
its  root  ; which  metaphor  our  Lord  is 
pleafed  to  make  ufe  of  to  reprefent  the 
affinity,  for  he  has  faid  relpefling  his 
difciples  or  fcholars,  I am  the  vine,  ye 
are  the  branches , John  xv.  5.  Such 
condefcenfi'on  in  the  Lord  of  Life  and 
Glory,  explains  what  the  Apoftle 
Peter  fays  in  another  place,  that  true 
believers  (not  nominal  Chriftians,  or 
foolifh  virgins)  are  made  partakers  of 
the  Divine  Nature,  2 Peter  i.  4.  incon- 
fequence  of  their  union  with  him, 
who  is  God  and  man  in  one  Chrift— 
who  is  the  great  God , and  onr  Saviour , 
Jefus  Chrift,  Titus  ii.  13. — the  groum 
of  which  union  is  the  everlafting  lovt 
of  God  in  Chrift,  who  is  Jehovah 
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felf-exifting  ; and  as  Jeremiah  pro- 
phelied,  chap.  xxxi.  3.  The  Lord  hath 
appeared  of  old  unto  me , faying , I have 
loved  thee  with  an  ever  la fling  love , there- 
fore with  loving  kindnejs  have  I drawn 
thee.  The  manifeftation  of  which  to 
the  heart  of  the  fubjeCt  of  it,  is  ; when 

I he  Lord  is  pleafed  in  the  day  of  his 
lower  to  take  away  the  vail,  which 
3 upon  the  mind  of  every  foil  and 
Slighter  of  Adam,  the  removal  of 
/hich  defeCt  (which  was  procured  by 
n,  and  which  juftly  has  been  en- 
filed  on  all  the  pofherity  of  our  fin- 
al fi rft  parents)  is  reprefented  in 
:ripture  language,  as  being  tranfated 
rom  the  kingdom  of  Satan  into  the  king- 
dom of  God's  dear  Son , Col.  i.  13.  The 
ppofites  of  either  are  darknefs  and 
iglit,  or  as  the  apoftle  fpeaks,_y<?  were 
vnetime  darknefs , but  now  are  ye  light 
n the  Lord , Eph.  v.  8.  the  latter  of 
hefe  characters  the  Lord  has  given  to 
lis  fervant  Job,  though  in  other 
vords,  A perfect  and  an  upright  man , 
me  that  feared  God , and  efchewed  evil , 
fob  i.  1.  Now  this  perfection  and 
iprightnefs  mult  conlift  in  his  rela- 
ion  to,  or  union  with  the  Lord  Jefus 
Jhrifl,  who  is  the  fame  yejlerday , to- 
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dav,  and  for  ever , Heb.  xiii.  8.  for  It 
cannot  be  the  character  of  any  man 
( abffradtedly  coniidered  ) fince  the 
great  tranfereffion  of  Adam,  for  it  is 
written,  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way, 
they  are  together  become  unprofitable , 
there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no  not  one , 
Rom.  iii.  i 2.  then  wo  be  to  that  per- 
fon  that  goes  about  to  ejlablifh  a righte- 
oufs  of  his  own , and -who  has  not  fub- 
mitted  to  the  right  eoufnefs  of  God,  Rom. 
x.  3.  Therefore  the  conclufion  mud: 
of  neceility  be  drawn,  that  Job  was 
accounted  upright  or  perfect  in  that 
righteoufnefs  which  is  of  God,  which 
is  by  faith  in  Chrift  Jel'us. 

But  this  holy  man  was  not  ex- 
empted from  falfe  accufations,  and 
thofe  from  his  friends,  when  they  laid 
things  to  his  charge  which  he  knew  not , 
Pfalm  xxxv.  11.  as  were  done  to  the 
perfon  of  his  matter  ; and  after  the 
Lord,  as  a iovereign,  was  pleaded. to  i 
aftlidt  him,  by  very  great  bereav- 
ments  in  all  his  children,  his  lub- 
ftance  and  fervants  ; and  after  ver 
heavy  ftripes,  Job  does  not  charg 
God  with  injuftice,  but  fays,  the  Lor 
gave , and  the  Lo>  d hath  taken  away 
bleJTcd  be  the  name  of  the  Lord , Job  i.  2 
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But  Satan  was  permitted  to  come 
nearer  in  his  ochres  to  lift  Job,  faying 
to  the  Lord-,  Skin  for  Skin,  yea,  all  that 
a man  hath  will  he  give  for  his  life,  but 
put  forth  thine  hand  now,  and  touch  hi / 
bone  and  his  fief,  and  he  will  curfe  thee 
to  thy  face.  And  the  Lord  faid  unto 
Satan,  Behold,  he  is  in  thy  hand,  but 
fave  his  life.  Job.  ii.  4,  5,  6.  thence- 
forth Job  being  given  up  for  trial  to 
:Satan,  and  he  making  ufe  of  his 
.friends  (they  on  their  part  milunder- 
ftanding  the  ground  of  his  trials)  feem 
::o  accufe  him  of  hypocrify,  which 
nnfwered  Satan’s  purpofe  in  tempting 
fob,  like  Moles,  to  fpeak  unadvfedly 
with  his  lips,  Pfalm  cvi.  33.  And 
>eing  challenged  by  Zophar,  in  the 
:ith  chah.  3d  verfe,  Should  thy  lies  make 
len  hold  their  peace? — and  in  the  14th 
erfe,  If  iniquity  be  in  thine  hand,  put 
; iar  away,  and  let  not , wickednefs 
well  in  thy  tabernacle.  Thefe  accuia- 
.ons  with  others,  extorted  from  Job 
. maintenance  of  his  integrity,  that 
ls  under  {landing  was  as  theirs , and  that 
* was  not  inferior  to  them  in  the  know- 
dge  of  the  creating  and  governing 
wer  of  God,  Job  xii.  3.  at  the  lame 
me  referring  his  friend  for  inftruc- 
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tion  to  the  beafts  of  the  field,  to  the 
fowls  of  the  air , to  the  earth , and  to  the 
fifes  of  the  fea , that  they  fid  all  teach , tell , 
and  declare  unto  him , that  the  hand  of 
■the  Lord  hath  wrought  this , 
whofe  hand  is  the  foul  of  every  living 
thing , and  the  breath  of  all  mankind ; 
(at  the  fame  time  making  this  God 
honouring  confeilion)  that  with  the 
Lord  is  wifdom  and  ftrength , he  hath 
counfel  and  under fla?iding.  Job  xii,  7, 
8,  9,  10.  which  introduces  the  tex 
in  which  is  implied  that  God  has  wil 
dom  fufficient  to  devife  a way  for  th 
falvation  of  tinners,  and  an  arm  o 
power  equal  to  that  falvation. 

The  particle  (En)  Behold,  whic 
introduces  the  text,  is  a derivati 
taken  from  the  Hebrew  root  (En 
which  implies  a being  in  readinef 
and  whenever  it  occurs  in  the  fcri 
tures,  the  Holy  Ghoft  teems  to  ha 
laid  a great  emphafs  on  it,  as  thou 
he  called  tor  a more  particular  att 
tion,  and  thou  Id  fiy — Be  ye  in  rea 
nets  to  give  heed  to  that  which 
lows,  always  bearing  in  mind  t 
there  is  no  fcripture  of  private  in 
pretation  ; for,  what  has  happene 
Job,  may  alfo  happen  to  any  oth 
the  foils  of  men. 
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The  patient  man  who  endured  all 
the  afflictions  that  the  Almighty 'w-as 
pleafed  to  lay  upon  him,  juftifies  him 
in  all  that  he  fuffers,  though  he  can- 
not find  out  at  prefent  what  he  means  4 
in  the  vilitation,  which  occafions  him 
to  cry  out,  few  me  wherefore  thou 
contendejl  with  me.  Job  x.  2.  and  again, 
when  his  ftroke  wras  heavier  than  his 
groaning,  he  then  fays,  O that  I knew 
where  I might  find  him , that  I might 
come  even  to  his  feat ! Job  xxiii.  3.  but 
II  the  Lord  giveth  not  account  of  his 
(dealings  with  the  children  of  men, 
(Only  leaves  this  confolatory  promife 
1 for  them,  that  all  things  Jhall  work 
together  for  their  good,  who  love  and 
fear  him , Rom.  viii.  28. 

The  charaffer  that  the  per  foil  fuf- 
• tains,  who  a£fs  after  the  counfel  of 


his  own  will,  is  Wifdom;  an  appel- 
lative belonging  to  the  perfon  of  the 
Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  who  alfo  is  called 
the  Power  of  God , and  the  Wifdom  of 
God , who  is  furthermore  faid  to  be 
the  Word  which  was  in  the  beginning , 
which  was  with  God , and  which  was 
God ; John  i.  1.  one  of  the  Aleim,  or 
Covenanters  for  the  redemption  of 
nan,  who  in  Old  Teftament  ‘lan- 
guage, 
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gunge,  was  better  known  by  the  An- 
gel of  the  Covenant,  who  appeared  to 


Adam  after  his  tranfgrefiion,  by  the 
name  of  Jehovah  Aleim,  the  Self-ex- 
ifting  Covenanters,  and  laid,  Where 
art. thou?  Gen.  iii.  9.  and  at  this  early 
dawning  of  time,  was  pleafed  to  re- 
veal himfelf  to  be  the  Self-exifting 
Covenanters  in  that  fir  ft  promife  of 
mercy  (which  was  declared  in  the  de- 
nunciation of  judgment  againft  the 
ferpent),  It  (that  is  the  woman’s 
feed)  frail  bruifethy  head , Gen.  iii.  15. 
This  is  he  who  appeared  to  Noah 
when  he  was  about  to  deft roy  all  flelh, 
with  the  earth,  becaufe  it  was  filled 
with  violence  through  them  tin 
dwelt  therein,  and  commanded  hir 
to  make  an  ark,  and  encouraged  hin 
with  this  promife,  but  with  ihee  wi 
I eflablfj  my  covenant , Gen.  vi.  1 
this  covenant  always  implies  a Purj 
fier  being  cut  off,  which  was  in  tl 
determinate  council  of  God  to  ta 
place  in  the  pexfon  of  Meiliah  at  t'i 
end  of  the  feventy  weeks  whi  1 
Daniel  prophefied  of,  at  which  peii 
the  God  Man  was  cut  off,  but  not 
himjelf  for  he  was  without  fn,  but 
us  men  and  jor  our  Jalvatlon  ; ; 
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which  was  typified  when  the  Pafchal 
Lamb  was  (lain,  which  the  Apoftle 
applying  to  Chrift,  fays  Chrijl  our  Pajfl 
over  was  Jlain  for  us , i Cor.  v. 
This  is  he  who  is  called  the  Word 
Jehovah , when  he  in  a vifion  appear- 
ed to  Abram,  faying  Fear  not,  Abram, 
I am  thy  field,  and  thy  exceeding  great 
reward , Gen.  xv.  i.  and  how  this 
great  man  was  encouraged  from  this 
promife,  the  fequel  of  his  hiftory  will 
prove,  and  the  Apofile  will  confirm, 
that  he  did  not  flagger  at  the  promife  of 
God,  through  unbelief  but  was  flrong 
in  faith , giving  glory  to  God,  Rom,  iv. 
20.  This  is  he  who  is  called  the  An- 
gel  Jehovah,  (the  fent  One  Self-ex- 
ifiing)  who  appeared  unto  Mofes  in  a 
flame  of  fire,  out  of  the  midftof  a bu(h, 
and  who  afterwards  calls  himfelf  the 
' God  of  thy  Father,  the  God  of  Abraham , 
the  God  of  Ifaac , and  the  God  of  Jacob , 
Exod.  iii.  6.  Therefore  this  can  be 
no  Created  Angel;  for  Mofes  wor- 
(hipped  him  ; and  it  is  written,  Let  all 
the  angels  of  God  worjhip  him,  Heb.  i. 
6.  This  is  he  who  appeared  to  Jo- 
fhua  (when  he  was  by  Jericho)  as  a 
man  with  his  fword  dia.vn  in  his 
hand,  and  in  reply  to  Jolhua’s  inter- 
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rogations,  he  fays,  I am  for  you , as 
Prince  of  the  Hoft  of  the  Lord , am  I 
now  come , and  JoJhua  fell  on  his  face 
to  the  earth , and  did  worflrip , and  fald 
unto  him , What  faith  my  ( Adorn  ) Lord 
or  Rider , unto  his  fervant  ? (The  fame 
title  that  David  gives  him  in  the 
i ioth  Pfalm.  Lhe  Lord  [aid  unto  m.y 
(Adorn')  Lord  or  Ruler , fit  thou  at  my 
right-hand,  until  I make  thine  enemies 
thy  foot-fool)  and  he  fald , Loofe  thy 
fjoe  from  off  thy  foot , for  the  place 
whereon  thou  fandef  is  holy  ; and  fo- 
Jhua  did  fo , Jofh.  v.  15.  Therefore, 
this  Prince  was  the  object  of  Joflv 
adoration,  and  mull:  be  God ; as 
Created  Beingitaketh  this  honour 
himfelf,  which  is  due  to  God  alone 
Thefe  p adages  of  fcripture,  w 
many  others,  might  be  introduced 
prove,  that  Jefus  is  Jehovah,  Supremi 
and  Alone,  againft  the  Ipreading  h 
rely  of  Arianifm  and  Socinianili 
which  now  abound  ; but  to  the  lu 
je6t  before  us  to  prove  him  to  be 
Omnipotent  Ruler,  not  only  amon 
the  armies  that  are  in  heaven, 
alio  amongft  the  inhabitants  that 
upon  earth  ; and  for  this,  Job  btii 
in  his  teftimony — that  it  is  he  tl 
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breaketh  down  nations,  kingdoms, 
cities,  and  individuals. 

In  the  f rft  inflance  do  we  regard 
his  Sovereignty  in  his  deftrudtibn  of 
nations, — behold  the  Jewiih,  where 
is  it  .at  this  day  l If  we  view  them  as 
the  favourites  of  Heaven,  (which  once 
they  were)  they  who  were  once  a peo* 
pie , are  not  a people , they  who  once 
enjoyed  the  ordinances  and  oracles  of 
God,  with  the  fymbols  of  his  Pre- 
ience  : now  they  do  not  enjoy,  them, 

; an 4 tire  embracing  a fhado.w,  wbilft 
: the  lubftance  is  come,  which  is  Chrijl 
Jefus , the  Lmd  of  the  Law  for  right c- 
coufnefs  to  every  one  that  believeth , Rom. 
)X.  4.  but  they  are  fhut  up  in  Unbelief, 
i in  that  they  rejedl  the  Meffiah  which 

I’ was  predicted  to  come;  and  regard 
lying  vanities  which  are  fpun  out  of  the 
brain  of  their  Rabbies,  who  to  evade  the 
force  of  truth,  and  to  gain  fome  plau- 
fible  credit,  have  forged,  that  there  is 
to  come  another  Meffiah,  who  ffiall 
deliver  them  from  their  prefent  dif- 
- perfion,  which  is  not  to  arile  from 
\ die  fame  tribe  as  Jefus  did,  from  the 
t?  :ribe  of  Judah  : How  is  the  tnojl  fine 
*'!  rold  changed,  Lam.  iv.  1.  Reprobate 
her  Jhall  men  call  them , becaufe  the 
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Lord  hath  rejected  them , Jeremiah  vi. 
30.  are  not  thefe  predictions  verified 
in  them  as  a nation  ? and  in  this  cafe 
does  it  not  in  the  fulfillment  manifeft 
the  omriifcience,  as  well  as  the  omni- 
potence of  that  God,  who  was  em- 
phatically called  their  Aleim,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth,  in  contradil- 
tinCtion  to  the  gods  of  the  nations, 
which  were  the  works  of  mens  hands, 
or  the  imagination  of  their  brains  ? 
Now  can  any  man  refleCt  on  the  blind- 
nefs  and  obftinacy  of  this  nation,  in 
fhutting  out  that  glorious  light  which 
fhone  amongft  themfelves  for  fo  long 
a feafon,  and  which  from  them  only, 
fhone  out  to  the  reft  of  the  world 
1 fay,  can  any  man  refleCt  upon  this 
without  obfervinp-  the  immediate  fin 
ger  of  God  in  this  aftonifhing  ever 
which  happened,  being  predicted  ? 

This  God,  who  has  thus  dealt  wit 
his  own  people  becaufe  of  their  : 
hellion,  as  the  fovereign  difpenler 
all  events,  has  raifed  up  great  a 
mighty  kingdoms  and  monarchi 
fuch  as  Chaldean,  Aflyrian,  &c.  th 
were  railed  up  of  God  to  be  a Icou 
in  his  hands,  to  chaftile  his  rebelli 
people  ; 011c  of  which  is  called  the 
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in  his  hand , which  is  a metaphor 
taken  from  the  correction  of  a rebel- 
lious child,  fo  that  when  the  rod  has 
anfwered  the  purpofe  that  was  in- 
tended of  the  parent  or  tutor,  it  is 
caft  away  and  burnt,  or  broken  to 
pieces  ; fo  it  is  alfo  done  by  thofe 
mighty  monarchs,  and  their  king- 
doms ; it  may  be  faicl  where  are  they  ? 
— the  place  that  once  knew  them, 
now  knows  them  no  more  for  ever  ; 
and Jhall  not  the  judge  of  all  the  earth 
do  right?  for  of  his  diftributive  juf- 
ftice  and  aflions  he  giveth  not  ac- 
count of  to  his  creatures  the  children 
of  men  ; only  fo  far  he  has  revealed 
ior  the  encouragement  of  thofe  who 
hope  in  his  mercy , Plalm  cxlvii.  I i. 
through  the  blood  of  the  everlafting 
covenant,  that  they  Jhall  be  Javed  from 
the  hands  of  their  enemies , with  an  ever - 
lajhng  falvation.  But  as  they  who 
fear  God  in  this  life,  know  but  in 
part  the  dealings  of  God  with  the 
children  of  men,  it  is  promifed  to 
them  that  what  they  know  not  now 
they  fall  know  hereafter  ; this  fhould 
keep  them  iubmiili.ve  to  his  revealed 
will,  whilft  a nation  is  rejected,  and 
kingdoms  overthrown. 
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And  laftly,  with  regard  to  indivi- 
duals, it  is  he  that  breaketh  them 
down.  When  the  fcriptures  fpeak  of 
evil  angels  or  men,  as  the  greatefl 
adverfaries  againft  his  grace — of  that 
evil  angel  Satan,  it  is  faid,  that  he  has 

bound  him  for  a thoufand  years but 

more,  he,  with  all  the  reif  of  them 
are  referred  in  chains  under  darknefs , 
unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day,  Jude 
6.  And  if  thele  great  powers  are  but 
as  chaff  before  the  wind,  what  muff 
man  be,  who  is  but  as  a moth,  which 


may  be  crufhed  at  a moment  ! yea, 


even  the  whole  race  of  them,  as  were 
the  whole  race  of  mankind  (faving 
eight  perfons)  when  God  deluged  the 
old  world  ; but  when  they  defccnd  to 
individuals  of  them,  when  a Pharoah, 
king  of  Egypt,  a great  and  mighty 
monarch  is  the  fubjedl  of  his  power. 
Exodus  ix.  1 6.  And  in  very  deed , for 
this  caufe  have  I rai fed  thee  up  (or  made 
the  hand)  for  to  foew  in  thee  my  power , 
and  that  my  name  may  be  declared 
throughout  all  the  earth . How  did  he 
rake  off  their  firft-born,  the  excellencyj 
of  their  ftrcngth,  in  one  night,  to 
the  flroke  of  the  angel’s  fword  ? Ho’ 
did  he  take  oft  the  chariot  wheels  o: 

Pharoah 
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Pharoah,  and  deftroyed  him,  when  he 
was  flufh  with  expedited  vidtory,  when 
he  brought  thofe  waves  over  the  heads 
of  him  and  his  hoft,  which  flood  up 
as  walls  of  brafs  for  the  fafety  of  his 
people  Ilrael  ? The  fea  is  commanded 
to  {wallow  them  all  up,  which  was 
prevented  by  his  power  from  touch- 
ing the  Ifraelites  : thus  he  was  pleated 
to  make  one  and  the  fame  thing  the 
falvation  of  his  people,  and  the  de- 
ftrudlicn  of  his  enemies  ; fo  that  there 
was  not  one  Iff aelite  loft,  nor  one 
Egyptian  faved — fo  great  is  the  power 
,(of  his  arm  ! Again,  it  was  this  fame 
* jjjrcpower  that  was  manifefted  in  the  pre- 
fervation  of  the  Three  Children  in 
:he  fiery  furnace,  though  they  were 
:aft  into  it  when  it  was  ordered  to  be 
leated  feven  times  more  than  it  was 
vont  to  be,  yet  the  working  of  it  was 
j jf/lhurbed  by  his  power,  fo  that  they 
vho  truft  in  him,  when  they  pafs 
: [brough  the  fire  it  Jhall  not  hurt  them  ; 

fJI«t  it  retained  its  nature  to  deftroy 
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lofe  men  who  bound  thefe  and  threw 
cy|iem  into  it.  Again,  When  God  is 
leafed  to  exert  his  power  by  apparent 
Mteak  means,  what  great  things  he 
^oi'ings  to  pafs  by  fuch  ; as  in  the  cafe 
the  plague  of  the  lice  and  locufts, 

when 
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when  he  commands  an  army  of  them 
to  attack  that  proud  king  of  Egypt, 
to  bring  down  his  lofty  looks  and 
proud  heart,  which  was  more  effec- 
tual to  the  purpofe  of  humbling  him, 
than  if  Mofes  had  been  ordered  to 
have  prepared  fome  thoufands  of  war- 
like inftruments,  and  to  have  in- 
ifrucfed  the  Ifraelites  in  the  ufe  of 
them.  But  in  all  thefe  operations, 
the  God  of  heaven  and  earth  (hewed 
his  power  in  controuling  nature,  and 
working  above  nature  ; evidently 
(hewing  to  his  enemies,  that  the  hea- 
vens and  the  hods  of  them  were  fub- 
fervient  to  his  power,  though  they 
made  them  the  objects  of  their  adora- 


his  heart  againff  God,  and  the  lan- 
guage of  whole  heart  was.  Who  is 
the  Lord,  that  I (hould  ferve  him  ? 
But  to  one  particular  more,  and  then 
I fhall  dole  upon  this  head,  though 
I may  have  multiplied  many.  In  the 
cale  of  Daniel,  that  eminent  fervant 
of  the  Lord,  when  his  adverlaries 
confeffedly  could  find  no  fault  in  him 
but  for  worth ipping  his  God- — and 
even  a Darius  (whole  law  once  being 


tion,  and  dill  perhded  in  their  rebel- 
lion ; and  yet  did  their  king  harden 


decreed, 
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decreed,  altereth  not)  when  he  had 
commanded  this  fervant  of  the  Molt 
High  God,  to  be  calf  into  the  den, 
his  heart  was  more  penetrable  than 
his  law,  and  was  perfnaded,  that 
Daniel’s  God , whom  he  ferved  continu- 
ally, he  would  deliver  him — the  con- 
duct of  the  king  proving  his  perfua- 
fion.  But  the  thing  under  this  head 
to  be  proved  is,  the  diffributive  juftice 
of  the  God  of  Daniel,  whillf  his 
power  was  manifefted  through  the 
medium  of  a heathen  prince,  whofe 
heart  was  in  the  hand  of  God,  by 
whom  kings  reign  and  princes  decree  juf- 
tice ; who  alfo  commanded  that  Da- 
niel's adverfaries,  their  wives,  and 
their  children  fhould  all  be  calf  into 
that  den  which  Daniel  had  been  de^ 
livered  from,  and  in  which  he  had 
been  preferved,  fo  that  the  lions, 
whofe  ferocious  nature  was  to  devour, 
were  prevented  from  the  delfroying 
of  Daniel,  by  his  arm  alone,  who  can 
tame  lions,  and  gives  them  to  be 
breakers  down  of  his  adverfaries. 

But  in  all  the  difplays  of  the  julfice 
of  God  in  the  exertions  of  his  power 
to  punilh  offenders,  as  when  he  dif- 
perfes  a nation,  overthrows  kingdoms, 

and 
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and  cuts  of!  multitudes  of  men  at  a 
ftroke,  the  fcriptures  are  very  clear 
in  this  matter,  that  it  is  only  the 
finally  impenitent  that  are  objects  of 
his  vindidlive  juftice  ; and  this  He, 
who  is  emphatically  the  Truth,  has 
declared,  in  laying,  when  he  was  told 
of  the  cruelty  of  Pilate,  who  had 
mingled  the  blood  of  fome  Galileans 
with  their  lacrifices,  and  alfo  of  thole 
eighteen  upon  whom  the  tower  of 
Siloam  fell,  Do  ye  think  that  they  'were 
Jimiers  above  all  men  that  dwelt  in  °fe- 
rufalern  ? I tell  yon  nay  ; but  except  ye 
repent , ye  Jfeall  all  likewife  perijh,  Luke 
xiii.  4,  5.  Now,  from  this  paftage 
we  may  gather  this  inftrudtion  ; Firft , 
that  no  man  can  know"  either  good  or 
evil  by  the  things  that  a man  fullers, 
in  regard  to  the  outward  diljpenfations 
of  the  providence  of  God,  for  all  things 
come  alike  to  all  herein.  Secondly , that 
none  are  to  prefume  upon,  nor  reft  in 
the  formalities  of  the  religion  of  Jeliis, 
whilft  they  are  deftitute  of  the  power, 
becaufe  God’s  righteous  judgment  is  re- 
vealed againft  fin  only,  and  if  it  has  not 
taken  vengeance  of  thy  fins,  oh  man  1 
(whoever  thou  art)  in  thePerion  of  the 
lurety  for  dimers,  and  thou  art  ftill  at 

enmity 
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enmity  in  thy  heart  agairift  God  by 
rejecting  that  facrifice,  and  thou  livefb 
in  the  rebellion  of  thy  heart  againft 
the  C H rift  of  God,  the  language  of 
the  fcripture  is,  thou  art  yet  in  thy  fins, 
and  the  wrath  of  God  is  upon  thee , for  it 
is  revealed  from  Heaven  againft  all  un- 
go  dl  tuffs,  Rom.  i.  i 8.  and  it  thou  die 
in  this  Rate,  then  a great  ranforn  can- 
not deliver  thee,  becaufe  there  is  no 
repentance  in  the  grave.  Thirdly , the 
neceffity  that  there  is  for  more  than 
an  outward  reformation  of  life,  name- 
ly, for  a renewal  of  the  fpirit  of  our 
■ minds , which  is  the  ground- work  of. 
true  evangelic  repentance,  and  with- 
out which  both  profefibr  and  pro- 
fane are  upon  a level,  and  fhall  all 
periih — and  this  is  the  gift  of  God, 
who  has  faid,  I will  give  you  a new 
heart , and  a new  fpirit  will  I put 
within  you,  Ezek.  xxxvi.  26.  If  fo 
happy  as  to  be  made  partakers  of  this 
blelling,  the  loul  is  then  fortified 
againft  all  the  calualties,  calamities, 
and  accidents  (as  they  are  called) 
which  are  in  the  world  ; becaufe  the 
life  of  a true  Chriftian  (which  the 
Apoitle  defines  to  be  a man  in  Chri/P)  is 
hid  with  Chrifi  in  God,  Col.  iii.  j.  and 

is 
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is  a life  which  fhall  never  die,  though 
the  body  is  dead  becaufe  of  fin — but  he 
that  is  / spiritual  judgeth  all  things , yet  he 
hi  m f el  j is  judged  of  no  man , 2 Cor.  ii. 
15.  I fhall  now  clofe  this  head  with 
this  word  of  exhortation — let  him  that 
thinketh  he  ftands , take  heed  lejl  he  fall , 
for  if  having  begun  in  the  fpirit  we 
feek  to  be  perfected  in  the  flefh,  we 
fhall  fail  and  come  fhort  of  that  end 
which  the  go  pel  propofes,  which  is 
the  falvation  of  our  fouls. 

I fhall  now  in  the  laff  place,  give 
fome  imperfect  account,  agreeable  to 
the  latter  part  of  the  text,  and  ac- 
cording to  ray  intention,  of  the  per- 
fonal  character  of  our  late  valuable 
miniffer  and  friend  Dr.  Peckwell ; 
and  as  I would  not  wifh  to  canonize 
the  man,  but  to  leave  a memorial  of 
the  Mi  niff  er  and  the  Sick  Man  s Friend , 
hearty  friend,  under  God,  1 fhall  fay 
no  more  than  fhall  tend  (under  the 
blefling  of  God)  to  ffir  us  up  to  di-  j 
ligence  in  the  ways  of  the  Lord,,  that 
we  may  fo  follow  him,  as  he  followed 
his  Mailer  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrilf,  in 
the  work  and  labour  of  love  for  his 
fake. 
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Firft  I fhall  obferve  from  the  text, 
that  the  Lord  ftnitteth  up  a man,  per- 
fon,  or  thing  (for  the  original  word 
[ A[f1j\  fignifles  either  the  one  or  the 
other)  and  the  word  \_Petach\  may  be 
rendered  a door-way,  which  is  taken 
from  the  root,  to  open  what  is  fhutor 
bound,  fo  that  in  reference  to  the  lub~ 
jedl  before  us,  it  is  the  Univerial 
Ruler  of  heaven  and  earth,  who  in 
his  wife  providence  hath  thought  fit 
to  fhut  up  the  man,  the  minifter,  and 
the  phyfician,  and  there  can  be  no 
opening — therefore  be  filent. 

As  i am  add  ri  fling  myfelf  to  you, 
my  brethren  in  the  bonds  of  the  gof- 
pel,  -I  may  fay  to  you,  that  he  was  a 
finful  man,  and  yet  a faint;  this  is  a 
paradox  that  the.  world  cannot  receive, 
till  they  are  brought  into  the  mould 
of  the  gofpel.  But  left  this  fliould 
drop  into,  ^he  hands  of  thofe  that  have 
not  yet  confidcred)  thefe  things,  I 
(hall  drop  a hint  by  the  way,  to  dc- 
fcribe  the  paradox,  that  if  it  is  the 
will  of  the  Lord  to  feal  inftriuffion 
from  what  I may  drop,  I fhall  be 
abundantly  recompenfed.  It  having 
p La  fed  the  Lord  to  make  man  after 
his  own  image  (which  to  me  appears 

D to 
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to  be  after  the  image  of  the  Second 
Adam  the  Lord  from  heaven)  and 
wherein  that  con  lifts,  I would  refer 
you  to  the  New  Teftament,  which 
iavs,  that  he  was  holy,  harmlefs , un- 
defile  d,  and  feparate  from  (inner s.  Now 
iuch  was  the  firft  Adam,  when  he 
came  fordi  from  the  hands  of  the 
Creator  he  was  upright , which  con- 
veys an  idea  of  being  ftraight,  even, 
fmooth,  right ; iuch  is  the  original 
view  of  being  upright.  And  if  it  is 
a iked  wherein  this  conlifted,  I can  no 
way  better  explain  it,  than  bv  a-vefe- 
rence  to  the  perfonal  character  of  our 
Lord  Jeftis  Chrift  when-  upon  the 
earth,  only  with  this  differ  nee,*- that 
the  one  was  a pofteft'orof  this  rectitude 
eftTentially  and  mediatorially  ; the 
other  poffeffed  it  derivatively.  And 
when  man  was  in  this  ftate  of  com- 
munion with  his  God,  tis  he  was  the 
laft  work  of  the  creation  ot  God,  he 
had  communion  with  God  in  all  the 
w7orks  of  his  hands,  which  is  evi- 


denced by  the  knowledge  that  was 
communicated  : And  the  Lord  God 
brought  them  unto  Adam , to  fee  what  he 
would  call  them , and  what/oever  Adam  • 
called  every  living  creature , that  was 
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-the  name  thereof ; for  he  gave  names  to 
all  cattle , to  the  fowl  of  the  air , and  to 
every  he  aft  of  the  field,  Gen.  ii.  19, 
20.  But  the  Hebrew  word  { Shemo\ 
iiame,  according  to  Mr.  Locke,  in  his 
eft  ay  on  human  uuderftanding,  book 
iii.  chap,  i t and  2d,  it  fignihes  an 
articulate  found,  which  is  placed  or 
fubftituted  for  a thing , as  its  fenfible 
mark  or  iign.  Herein  this  great  man 
Terms  to  be  right,  but  not  lo  in  many 
of  his  afLrtions; — therefore  this  con- 
veys the  idea  of  Adam’s  knowledge 
or  perception,  because  in  the  Hebrew 
tongue  we  have  this  peculiarity, ' that 
the  very  name  of  a thing  or  perfon  is 
exprelhveot  the  nature  of  them.  But 
now  man  in  his  fallen  {fate,  has  loft  that 
purity  of  knowledge  and  perception, 
that  he  is  now  become  more  brutilh 
than  the  bealt;  for  God  1 peaking  by  the 
prophet  Ilaiah,  reproves  the  molt  en- 
lightened part  of  mankind,  his  own 
people,  Irom  the  conduit  of  tl  e brute 
> creation  - the  ox  knoweth  his  owner , 
and  the  afs  his  m after  s crib , but  Ijrael 
doth  not  know , my  people  doth  not  con - 
fider , Ilaiah  i.  How  then  is  the  fine 
gold  become  dim , and  where  then  is 
ttheir  boalting  power  encouraged  who 
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talk  about  innate  ideas,  and  are  going 
to  the  heathen  world  and  heathen 
philofophers  for  their  religion  ? Shall 
they  that  profefs  to  be,  and  call  them- 
felves  Chriftians,  go  to  thofe  impure 
corrupt  wells  for  pure  waters,  whild 
they  forfake  the  fountain  of  living 
waters  ? What  mu  ft  he  the  conle- 
quence  ? — let  a Prieftley  tell — but  tell 
it  not  in  Gath , publijh  it  net  in  the  flreets 
of  Askelon  ; lejl  the  daughters  of  the 
Philiftines  rejoice , left  the  daughters  of 
the  uncircumcifed  triumph,  2 Sam.  i.  20. 
So  far  is  man  fallen  in  knowledge, 
that- he  does  not  know  himfelf,  the 
neared  object,  and  how  fhould  he  by 
his  abdradted  ideas  find  out  God  ? 
But  this  is  the  character  of  every  man 
bv  nature  lince  the  fall,  which  fhut 
him  up  in  grofs  darknefs  ; and  tiil 
that  defedt  is.  removed,  which  came 
in  by  fin,  there  can  be  no  communion 
with  God  ; for  lays  the  ini  pi  red  pen- 
man, IVe  were  once  darknefs,  but  now 
are  we  light  in  the  Lord.  And  though 
it  is  through  the  medium  of  the  Lord 
Jefus  Chrift  that  light  fhineth  into 
the  moral  world,  and  light eneth  every 
man  that  cometh  into  the  world , not- 
withstanding that,  till  he  anointeth

the  eyes  with  eye-lalve,  to  give  light 
to  the  'blind  (f pi  ritually  fo)  the  light 
Jhineth  in  darknefs,  and  the  darknefs 
comprehemleth  it  not , John  i.  5.  and 
why  ? not  for  want  of  the  ftrength 
nor  freenefs  of  the  light,  but  hecaufs . 
the  God  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the 
minds  of  them  that  believe  not , hjl  the 
light  of  the  glorious  go  [pel  of  Chrijl , who 
is  the  image  of  God , Jhould  f ine  unto 
them , 2 Cor.  iv.  4.  and  that  through 
that  defect  which  fin  has  entailed 
upon  all  the  pofterity  of  fallen  parents, 
for  it  i*s  written,  O Ifrael , thou  haft, 
defrayed  thvfelf  but  in  me  is  thy  help , 
Hoi  ea  xiii.  9.  and  this  help  is  laid  upon 
one  who  is  mighty , Plalm  lxxxix.  19. 
to  five  to  the  uttermoft  all  that  come  unto 
God  by  him , Heb.  vii.  25.  Now  the 
diipenfation  of  the  go/pel  of  Jefus 
Chrift  brings  life  and  immortality  to 
light,  and  attended  with  the  teaching 
of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  difcovers  the  my- 
flcry  of  iniquity  which  is  contained  in 
the  heart  of  man  ; but  how  many  rejeft 
I the  blelled  medium  that  God  has  con- 
| fli  tuted,  and  (hut  their  eyes  and  harden 
I their  hearts  again  ft  the  fum  and  fub- 
1 : fiance  of  that  meilage,  which  is  Chn.ft, 
land  him  crucified,  1 Cor.  ii.  2.  the  only 
way  of  return  to  our  Father's  huule  l 
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H ere  let  fad  experience  teflifvg  when 
the  conduct  of  mod:  who  call  them- 
felves  Chriftians,  reply,  we  will  not 
have  this  tnan  to  reign  over  ns,  Luke 
xix.  14.  which  is  the  true  language 
and  char  after  of  a man  fhut  up  in 
unbelief,  which  is  the  ftrift  idea  of  a 
fi liner  mi  pardoned,  for  without  faith  it 
is  impojjihle  to  pleafe  God,  Heb.  xi.  6. 
And  again,  All  men  have  not  faith. 
Then  look  to  it,  all  ye  who  reject  the 
falvation  of  God,  which  is  treafured 
up  in  the  aftive  and  paffive  obedience 
of  the  Lord  Jelus  Chrift,  with  whom 
alone  God  is  well  plealed,  and  who- 
foever  cometh  to  God  by  him,  he 
will  in  no  wile  calf  out  ; and  this 
coming  to  G.od  by  him,  implies  a re- 


ceiving him  in  all  his  characters  and 
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offices  which  he  fuftains  as  the  alone 
Mediator  between  God  and  man.  Gal.  iii. 
20.  Now  I fhall  conclude  this  head 
with  this  exhortation,  Bdieve  in  the 
Lord,  and  ye  fall  be  efabUfhed;  believe  his 
prophets,  Jo  fall  ye  pro] per,  2 Chron. 
xx.  20. 

Now  I would  begin  here  to  draw 

O 

the  character  of  the  faint and  the 

Lord  help  me  to  draw  it  according  to 
the  ft  a nd  a rd  of  the  fan  ft  u ary 'but 
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I will  be  bold  to  fay  fil'd:  of  all,  that 
every  faint  is  a fitmer,  but  every  (in- 
ner is  not  a faint.  A faint  is  not  one 
(according  to  the  world’s  fneer)  that 
can  carry  a demure  face,  or  a deceiv- 
ing countenance,  with  an  hypocriti- 
cal heart  $ is  not  one  that  can  carry 
an  external  form  of  godiinefs  alone, 
whilft  defiitute  of  the  power  of  it;  does 
not  act  with  his  friend  treacheroufly, 
as  Judas  did  with  Chrift.  In  a word. 
He  does  not  prefer  Barabas  before 
Chrift,  that  is,  he  does  not  prefer  his 
lulls  before  Chrift  ; for  all  that  delight 
in  them  are  thus  acting  ; for  their 
conduct  implies,  Crucify  him , crucify 
h im  ! 

As  1 have  juft  been  hinting  what  a 
faint  is  not,  I (hall  now  fhewwhathe 
is.  In  the  firft  place  I obferve,  that 
he  is  a linful  man,  feparated  from  fin 
and  the  world,  for,  and  jo  the  fervice 
or  God.  The  Apoftle  Jude,  iftverfe, 
gives  this  account  of  him,  that  he  is 
Jan cli fed  by  God  the  Father , and  pre- 
ferred in  Jejus  Chrift , and  called ; and 
though  he  is  fuch,  he  is  not  to  fettle 
upon  the  prefumption  of  being  fuch, 
without  fuftering  the  word  of  exhor- 
tation by  the  fame  Apoftle  in  the  3d 
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Verle,  That  he  Jhould  earneftly  contend 
for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  faints . 
And  when  he  is  brought  to  the  ac- 
knowledgement of  the  truth,  as  it  is 
in  Jems,  he  can  with  the  Apohle  Paul 
to  Timothy,  2d  epih.  L 9.  ufe  the  ar- 
gument a priori , and  lay,  He  hath 
Javed  us , and  called  us  with  an  holy 
calling , not  according  to  our  works , but 
accoraing  to  his  own  purpofe  and  grace , 
which  was  given  us  in  Chrift  Jtfus  be- 
fore the  world  began.  So  that  a iaint  is 
reprefented  as  a part  of  that  my  hi  cal 
body  which  conhitutes  the  church  of 
Chrift,  of  which  he  is  the  living  head, 
though  they  were  conceived  in  fin , and 
children  of  wrath , even  as  others , Eph.  ii. 
3.  And  they  are  typically  reprefented 
in  their  fallen  hate  by  the  hones  of  the 
temple.  In  the  5th  and  6th  chapters 
of  the  1 ft  of  Kings  they  are  laid  to  be 
great,  collly,  and  hewed  hones,  and 
that  Solomon’s  and  Hiram’s  builders 
did  hew-  them,  and  that  they  were 
made  ready  before  they  were  brought 
thither;  which  Ihews  in  a type,  that 
the  people  or- faints  of  God,  in  their 
fallen  hate,  are  rough  hones,  and  not 
being  Iquared  and  hewn,  are  not  lit 
for  to  be  built  up  a temple  to  the 
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Living  God,  for  him  to  dwell  in. 
And  as  the  -Holy  Ghod  is  the  bed 
commentator  upon  types,  hear  what 
he  fays  in  the  id  of  Peter  ii.  5.  Te 
alfo  as  lively  Jlones , are  built  up  a fpiri - 
tual  hou/e , an  holy  priejlhood \ to  offer  up 
fpintual  facrijice , acceptable  to  God  by 
ffefus  Chrifl.  Now  here  the  argument 
is  ufedtf  pojleriori , as  logicians  fay,  be- 
caufe  the  drefs  of  this  text  is  laid 
upon  the  foregoing  verfe,  to  whom 
coming , as  unto  a living  ft  one , dif allowed 
indeed  of  men,  but  chojen  of  God  and  pre- 
cious. So  that  the  faint  is  one  com- 
ing to,  or  believing  in  (which  are  fy- 
nonimous  terms)  the  Lord  Jelus 
Ch rid,  who  is  the  foundation  done,  and 
who  is  alfo  called  the  Chief  and  Head 
Co  ner  Sone,  which  was  fet  at.  nought 
of  the  builders,  but  it  is  become  the  head 
of  the  corner — neither  is  there  Jalvation 
in  any  other,  for  there  is  none  other  name 
under  heaven  given  among  ft  men,  where- 
by we  muft.  be  J'aved,  A6fs  iv.  1 1,  12. 
and  to  the  faint,  he  is  precious.  And 
as  the  Lord  Jelus  Chrid  was  manifejled 
to  deftroy  the  works  of  the  devil,  1 J oh  n 
iii.  8.  it  is  his  work  by  the  power  of 
his  Spirit  to  dedroy  our  devilifh  na- 
ture, to  fubdue  our  fpirits,  and  bring 
them  into  the  obedience  of  the  gofpel. 

And 
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And  this  is  not  the  work  of  a day, 
but  as  long  as  we  are  in  this  militant 
hate,  the  work  is  carrying  on,  for  he 
has  fa  id,  fin  f hall  not  have  dominion  over 
you , Rom.  vi.  14.  fo  that  the  faint 
will  fay,  that  it  is  he  that  worketh  in 
me  both  to  will  and  to  do,  of  his  own 
good  pie  a jure,  Phil.  ii.  13.  They  being 
children  of  tiie  day,  they  work  the 
wo  ks  of  the  day,  whilif  Chrilt  the 
light  of  life  is  (hining  upon  their  fouls 
in  his  word  ; and  this  work  the  Apoi- 
tle  P aul  gives  another  name,  he  calls 
it  the  good  fight  oj  faith  ; and  at  the 
end  of  his  work  or  courle,  he  lays,  / 
have  fought  a good  fight.  Sothatthe 
faint  or  Chriftian  loldier  is  no  neuter 
in  the  religious  world,  but  he  lhouid 
be  a vabatit  loldier,  fighting  under  the 
banner  of  his  Captain,  againff  his 
avowed  eneipies,  the  world,  tTth,  and 
the  devil,  with  weapons  that  God  has 
provided,  are  not  carnal,  but  Ipirituai, 
which  are  mighty  through  God,  to  the 
pulling  down  the  ftronghoids  oj  fin, 
2 Cor.  x.  4.  Now  if  this  mind  is  in 
you,  and  thefe  things  abound,  you 
may  draw  the  happy  conclufion,  that 
you  are  a taint  of  the  Moft  High  God, 
and  as  iecure  as  thole  that  are  de- 
livered 
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livered  from  this  warfare,  though  not 
lb  happv,  by  realon  of  the  remainder 
of  that  corrupt  nature  which  the  faint 
knows  and  feels,  and  which  once 
made  an  apodle  cry  out,  O wretched 
man  that  I am,  who  Jhall  deliver  me 
from  the  body  oj  this  death,  or  this  body 
of  death,  Rom.  vii.  24.  But  1 will 
conclude  this  head,  aiid  leave  it  with 
thi?  word  of  exhortation,  Wherefore 
the  rather,  brethren , give  diligence  to 
make  your  calling  and  election  Jure,  for 
if  you  do  thefe  things  you  fall  never  jail, 
2 Peter  i.  10.  *v 

As  I have  laid  that  the  fubjedl  of 
this  latter  part  was  a finful  man,  and 
alio  that  lie  was  a faint,  1 have  in  a 
fm  di  meafure  opened  the  paradox, 
and  have  lett  it  for  your  conft deration 
and  fearch,  whether  I have  written 
according  to  the  law  and  the  tefti- 
rmony  — the  written  word  of  God. 
And  i final  1 now  draw  the  conclulion, 
:that  I have  no  doubt  he  is  lhut  up  in 
1 the  embraces  of  the  arms  of  Jelus  ; 
;a  laint  though  a firmer,  laved  now  in 
tthe  fulled:  lenle  of  the  word. 

But  1 (hall  advert  to  the  character 
he  lulfained  as  a minifter  of  the  goi- 
el,  and  1 need  not  lay  much  to  you, 

my 
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my  brethren,  upon  this  head,  as  you 
are  beforehand  with  me  ; but  what  I 
fhall  fay,  fhall  be  by  way  of  ftirring 
you  up  to  a rccolleflion  of  thole 
things  that  you  formerly  knew  and 
heard  ; and  alfo,  that  thofe  that  have 
not  known  him  in  the  flefn,  may  be 
acquainted,  what  the.  riches  of  the 
grace  and  mercy  of  our  God  can  do, 
in  fupporting  his  faithful  fervants 
through  evil  as  well  as  good  report. 
I have  feen  in  him  the  indefatigable- 
riefs  of  a minifer  of  Jelus  Chrift,  in- 
Jiant  in  feafon  and  out  cf  Jeafon , teach- 
ing, reproving,  exhorting,  with  all 
fairhfulnefs,  and  with  Sympathetic 
affedlion.  And  as  he  wras  peculiarly 
blefled  with  the  talent  of  being  a 
mailer  of  his  argument  upon  any  lub- 
je<ft,  which,  with  being  a ready  leribe 
and  well  inifrucled  in  the  myfteries  of 
the  kingdom  of  Jefus  Chrift,  he. was 
well  fraught  with  manner  and  matter 
from  the  treafury*  of  divine  truth,  to 
refill  the  gainfayers ; and  that  not  only 
in  his  office  character,  hut  as  aChril- 
tian,  he  recently  attacked  the  enemies 
of  the  truth  with  their  own  weapons 
upon  their  0W11  ground  ; the  uplhot 
of  this  may  be  lcen  in  a imall  tracl, 
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lately  published  by  a friend  to  trutli  : 
and  even  this  conduct  has  not  been 
without  murrriurers,  though  juftifi- 
able  from  the  fcriptures,  in  the  conduct 
of  Paul.  I have  feen  and  heard,  him 
mold  earneftly  contend  for  the  faith  once 
delivered  to  the  faints,  which  confifted 
in  a very  ftrenuous  exertion  of  thofe 
powers  which  God  had  given  him, 
always  ably  maintaining  and  defending 
the  dodtrines  of  free  grace,  falvation 
through  the  imputed  righteoufnefs  of 
Jefus  Chrift  ; and  this  treafure  being 
put  in  an  earthen  veffel,  he  was  en- 
abled with  the  fword  of  the  < Spirit, 
the  word  of  God,  to  cut  down  upon 
the  right-hand  and  upon  the  left,  all 
dazzling,  fpecious  fins,  that  come 
delicately  dreffed,  like  A gag  before 
Samuel,  faying,  lurely  the  bitternefs 
of  death  is  pa  ft,  and  thefe,  like  ano- 
ther Samuel,  he  was  ufed  to  Hay  be- 
fore the  Lord.  Pie  was  a very  acute 
difeerner  ot  them,  which  no  doubt 
he  learned  by  the  things  that  he  buf- 
fered from  thofe  quarters.  And  upon 
the  other  hand,  as  a reprover  of  the 
notorious,  and  reclaimer  of  the  vicious, 
he  was  wont  to  deal  with  them  as 
Paul  the  dilciple  of  Gamaliel,  per- 
luadiug  them  by  the  terrors  of  the 
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Lord  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come, 
which  he  has  oft  declared  was  the 
moft  unpleafing  part  of  his  minittry, 
but  yet  a part  that  he  con  Id  by  no 
means  difpenfe  with,  becaufe  he  often 
urged,  that  even  the  gofpel  of  Jefus 
is  a favour  of  death  unto  death . But  as 
was  his  common  faying,  in  preach- 
ing, that  the  mod  pleading  part  of  his 
mini  fry  was  to  tell  of  the  love  of 
Jefus  his  Lord,  Matter,  and  Friend, 
how  willing  he  was  to  throw  open  the 
arms  of  his  mercy  to  receive  the  mott 
rebellious  that  were  but  made  fenfible 
of  their  want  of  fuch  a Saviour  ; and 
methinks  I hear  him  now,  in  the 
words  of  the  latt  text  from  which  he 
preached,  laying,  now  from  experi- 
ence without  mixture  of  doubting, 
that  Jefus  'will  never , no  never  leave 
nor  for  Jake ) Heb.  xiii.  5.  as  now  being 
put  into  pofleflion  of  the  latter  part  of 
the  falvation  of  Jefus,  which  is  not 
only  a being  laved  from  fin,  but  unto 
eternal  life  and  glory.  Again,  Let 
them  who  mourn  in  Zion  for  fin,  de- 
clare with  me,  how  they  have  been 
fupported  under  his  minittry,  from 
his  manner  of  delivery  of  the  divine 
records,  peculiar  to  himlelf ; bltfled 

with

with  the  happy,  yet  heavenly  art  of 
bringing  forth  proper,  fuitabie  balm 
to  the  mourning  foul  ; exalting  the 
Saviour  and  humbling  the  linner. 
Again,  Let.  the  tempted  foul  bear  tes- 
timony with  me,  if  they  through  his 
inflrumentality  have  not  been  pointed 
to  the  winding  infinuations  of  the 
enemy,  the  many  fnares  in  the  world, 
together  with  the  deceitfulnefs  of 
them,  and  alio  of  the  heart  ; at  the 
fame  time  teftifyirig,  that  when  thefe 
things  are  fhunned,  and  abhorred, 
and  refifted  flrong  in  the  Lord  and 
the  power  of  his  might,  that  Jelus 
the  Friend  of  fmners,  is  nigh  at  hand 
to  fuccour  them  that  are  tempted. 
In  thefe,  and  every  inftance,  he  was 
an  able  minifter  of  the  New  Tefta- 
ment,  of  the  Spirit  which  giveth  life, 
not  willing  to  wound  thofe  whom 
God  would  have  healed  ; and  in  this 
particular  he  was  a minifler  of  great 
difcernment,  fo  that  he  could  not  be 
eafily  impofed  upon  by  the  whine  nor 
cant  of  hypocrites,  and  though  very 
favourable  in  his  judgment  in  thefe 
matters,  yet  he  had  his  reproachers 
amongft  fuch  characters,  becaufe  they 
could  not  have  their  by-ends  anfwer- 
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ed.  But  let  the  lip  of  truth  declare 
in  his  favour,  that  what fo ever  his  hand 
found  to  do , he  did  it  with  all  his  might , 
Ecclef.  ix.  io.  in  communicating  of 
his  temporals,  as  well  as  adminider- 
ing  in  fpirituals;  and  in  the  difpofal 
of  his  time,  it  maybe  more  proper  to 
lpeak  of  that  under  the  next  head.  I 
lhall  drop  this  fubjedt  with  this  lad: 
(though  not  the  lead;)  obfervation, 
that  he  was  peculiar  in  never  disturb- 
ing the  minds  of  the  weak,  not  in- 
forcing  for  truth  the  doctrines  and  com. 
mandments  of  men ; and  never  by  big- 
'otry  againlt,or  to  any  fedtorparty,  would 
he  rakeup  that  party  fpirit  or  blind  zeal, 
which  too  much  fubfifls  amonglt  little 
minds,  whole  contentions  are  about 
the  leffer,  whiltt  they  negledt  the 
weightier  matters  of  the  law  ; the 
chief  part  of  their  contention  being — * 
who  is  of  Paul,  who  is  of  Apoilos, 
who  is  of  Cephas,  and  who  is  of 
Chrilt. — This  is  a fubjedt  that  never 
once,  to  my  knowledge,  dilgraced 
his  minidry  ; but  where  errors  in  fun- 
damentals were  broaching  and  indited 
upon,  when  his  text  led  to  lubjedts 
that  gave  him  opportunity  to  attack 
the  hydra  of  infidelity  in  any  lhape, 
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he  was  an  able  champion,  and  zealous 
declaimer  againft  the  fame.  I do  not 
want  to  multiply  words,  what  {hall  I 
further  fay  ? The  Lord  grant  that 
there  may  be  many  fuch  railed  up 
amongd  us  (as  the  prefen t call  feems 
to  be  more  urgent)  to  {land  as  fo  many 
II  Phineas’s  in  the  gap,  againd  the 
fpreading  errors  of  the  predent  day,  to 
|| l be  witnefles  in  our  actions  for  Jefus. 

I (hall  now  draw  near  to  a conclu- 
lfion  in  my  account  of  him  as  adting  in 
lltthe  capacity  of  a phyfician  to  The 
tSick  Man's  Friend — in  which  he  was 
very  dudious  and  diligent;  and  as  I 
have  more  immediately  attended  him 
in  thole  vidtations,  I can  the  better 
bare  a tedimony  to  his  philanthropy 
than  many,  if  not  of  any  other  ; and 
jpon  this  part  of  my  lubjedd  I {hall 
the  mod:  particular,  becaufe  therein 
[ regret  his  lofs  mod — becaufe  in  that 
ine  of  ufeful  conduct  there  is  no  fuc- 
:eflor  (but  bleflid  be  God  not  fo  in 
he  other  as  a minifter,  for  therein  we 
lave  many  that  dill  labour  among  us, 
nd  whole  labours  are  owned  of  God.) 

I {hall  now  drop  an  hint  in  regard 
o his  lad  moments,  and  it  fhall  be 
»ut  an  hint,  as  that  may  be  more 
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largely  infifted  upon  in  his  funeral 
fermons,  which  now  are  publifhed 
or  publifhing ; but  as  this  naay 
probably  reach  fome  perfons  that  the 
others  may  not,  I fhall  briefly  ob- 
ferve  ( for  1 both  faw  and  heard 
him  in  his  laft  illnefs,  though  not 
altogether  with  him  therein ) that 
there  was  in  his  conduct,  that  Chrif- 
tian  fortitude  which  was  his  fupport, 
and  an  implicit  confidence  on  thofe 
promifes  of  God  in  Chrift  Jefus, 
which  he  fo  much  infifted  upon  in  his 
minifterial  capacity,  when  he  was 
holding  forth  the  word  of  truth 
amongft  us;  and  at  this  trying  feafon, 
they  were  preached  practically  in  his 
dying  conduCt  and  confidence,  for  it 
was  not  an  ecftafy  that  he  was  lifted 
np  with,  but  a calm,  unfhaken  confi- 
dence ; in  his  countenance  it  was  very 
expreflive  ; and  in  his  words,  which 
were  not  many,  but  full.  A friend 
that  called  to  fee  him  in  the  former 
part  of  his  illnefs,  and  was  aftonifhed 
at  the  fize  to  which  his  arm  had  fwel- 
led,  he  your  arm  is  much  fwellcd. 
The  DoCtor  replied  in  thefe  exprels 
words  (calling  him  by  his  name)  ; 
It  is  a precious  thing  to  know  in  whom 
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we  have  trufted  ; that  fevers  and  arms- 
are  all  in  his  hands.  Here  let  the  in- 
fidel be  aflonifhed  and  wonder.  But 
as  I was  not  altogether  with  him,  I 
fhall  drop  the  few  hints  told  by  ano? 
ther  friend  ( Mr.  G.eary ) who  was 
moil:  conflantly  with  him.  He  being 
confined  but  eight  days,  about  the 
third  day  was  obferving  to  my  friend 
upon  the  ufeleffnefs  of  that  arm  that 
received  the  infedtion  or  inoculation, 
that  this  arm , which  but  a few  days  ago 
was  fair  and  lujly , which . was  Jftr etched 
out  in  its  vigour , is  now  laid  up  by  the 
providence  of  the  Father  of  mercies,  who 
adls  after  the  counfel  of  his  own  will ; 
and  (if  my  memory  fails  not  in  the 
relation)  the  fame  power  has  a right  to  , 
lay  me  afde  alfo.  Whether  I am  exadt 
in  the  expreflions  or  not,  this  was  im- 
plied in  what  he  faid.  And  upon  ano- 
ther occalion  he  faid  to  the  fame  per- 
fon,  laying  hold  upon  his  arm  fmiiing, 
My  old  friend l I fall  get  home  before 
you.  And  laflly,  about  an  hour  and  an 
half  before  his  diflolution,  after  he  had 
been  filenced,  through  failure  of 
ipeech,  and  his  eyes  doled,  he  opened 
them,  and  beheld  his  faithful  partner 
and  dearefl  earthly  friend  waiting  his 
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dying,  as  well  as  his  painful  moments, 
and  fpoke  to  her,  upon  which  fhe 
went  up  to  him,  and  took  him  by  the 
hand  (her  heart  divided  no  doubt  be- 
tween joy  and  forrow  ; joy  in  that  he 
once  more  fpoke  to  her,  and  forrow 
that  it  was  the  lad;  time)  and  he  faid, 
ufing  fome  endearing  term,  I am  going 
• — God  blefs you.  Let  me  now  fay,  that 
then  the  widow  lod  a mod  affectionate, 
tender,  faithful  hufband  ; and  the 
children  (which  were  two)  a very  in- 
dulgent, faithful  father  : But,  for 

their  comfort,  the  Hufband,  Father, 
and  Friend  of  finners  liveth  for  ever- 
more. Chridian  friends,  forget  not 
to  commend  them  in  your  prayers  to 
that  Friend. 

He  being  under  God,  one  of  the 
fird  promoters  of  that  Chridian-like 
fociety  called  The  Sick  Man's  Friend , 
indituted  in  the  year  1784,  and  kept 
up  at  the  vedries  of  Tottenham  Court 
and  Wedminder  Chapels,  which  has 
been  kept  together  by  other  dewards 
jointly  with  him,  and  lecretaries  to 
keep  the  accounts  ot  the  fociety  ; and 
fupported  by  the  voluntary  contribu- 
tions, not  only  of  the  affluent,  but  of 
the  tradelman,  labourer,  and  widow  ; 

of

of  either  fort  there  have  not  hitherto 
wanted  thofethat  have  not  only  fet  to 
their  hands,  and  out  of  their  abund- 
ance, and  many  out  of  their  pittance, 
but  have  alfo  had  their  hearts  engaged 
into  it  by  that  dear  Lord  who  has 
opened  their  bowels  of  companion,  to 
relieve  the  wants  and  miferies  of  their, 
fellow  creatures  without  the  inquiry 
of  what  name  or  party  they  are  of.  Suf- 
fice it  to  fay  in  general  of  it  refpeiling 
the  monies  diftributed,  the  perlons 
relieved,  and  the  times  they  were 
vifited  : There  has  been  diftributed, 
up  to  laft  Chriftmas,  1098L  10s.  6d. 
2216  perfons,  at  8349  times.  Now 
from  this  fketch,  I would  not  leave 
thole  who  are  ignorant  of  it,  mifn- 
formed,  but  I would  rather  refer 
them  to  a {mall  trail  that  Dr.  Peck- 
well  published,  (hewing  the  neceffity, 
utility,  nature,  and  objeil  of  that  fo- 
ci ety. — By  inquiring  at  the  veflry  of 
either  chapel,  they  may  be  informed 
of  the  books.  1 (hall  not  go  on  more 
upon  this  part  of  the  lubjeit,  as  it  is 
already  publilhed  in  the  book  men- 
tioned, but  (hall  now  (hew,  that  the 
iphytician  of  The  Sick  Maris  Friend 
was  not  like  thofefort  ofphyfcians  that 
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St.  James  mentions,  who  fpeak  large 
(welling  words,  who  fay,  be  ye-  warmed , 
be  ye  c loathed,  and  1 may  add,  be  ye 
healed,  and  yet  do  not  adminifter 
thereto  ; but  the  phylician  of  The  Sick 
Man  s Friend,  having  that  impuliive 
motive,  the  love  of  C'h rift  conff rain- 
ing him  thus  to  a£i,  his  philanthropy 
had  not  in  view  the  applaufe  of  men, 
but  the  glory  of  God,  expecting  to 
reap  in  (though  not  for)  doing,  and 
to  hear  the  eug-e  of  his  Lord  and  maf- 
ter,  faying,  Well  done,  thou  good  and 
faithful  fervant,  enter  thou  into  the  joy 
of  thy  Ford,  Matth.  xxv.  21.  . I have 
been  with  him,  and  feen  his  kind  hand 
adminifer  the  medicine,  to  the  very 
miierable  lick  poor,  and  into  habita- 
tions of  the  greateft  poverty,  joined 
with  flthinefs,  on  account  of  the  in- 
ability of  its  inhabitants  to  remedy  it 
• — there  have  I beheld  him  as  the  good 
Samaritan,  in  the  exercife  and  labour 
of  love,  with  bowels  of  compaflion, 
aleviating  their  naileries,  in  both  in- 
stances, temporal  and  fpiritual  ; and 
even  at  fealons  and  in  places  where 
the  delicate  phylician  would  not  enter 
for  the  largeft  fee  ; though  this  is  fay- 
ing more  perhaps  than  1 am  ju (tillable 
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in,  becaufe  what  will  not  money  do  ? 
!But  in  particular,  I have  lately  feen 
■him  adminiftering  to  the  dying  head 
cof  a family,  whilft  the  weeping  part- 
ner ftood  by  in  did:  refs,  which  none 
'but  an  Almighty  arm  could  alleviate, 
;becaufe  the  objedb,  to  human  appear- 
ance, was  beyond  the  reach  of  the 
materia  medica  : I could  not  but  re- 
left  upon  the  pattern  that  he  was  fol- 
owing  (in  endeavouring  to  do  good 
o the  fouls  and  bodies  of  men)  even 
)f  him  that  laid,  go  thou  and  do  like - 
vl/e.  In  this  cafe  let  but  the  man  of 
eeling  and  the  Chriftian  give  fcope  to 
nis  ideas,  an  1 he  mud:  of  neceftity 
ollect  more  than  I am  able  to  de- 
cribe  ; for,  is  it  podible  to  conceive 
hat  a Chriftian  man  or  woman  hav- 
tig  found  mercy,  to  withhold  the  ex- 
rcile  of  it  from  the  miferable,  who 
re  the  objedts  of  it  ? but  the  lamen- 
tation may  be  taken  up  by  thole  to 
v/hom  the  mercy  of  God  in  Chrift 
iefus  has  been  extended,  in  plucking 
nem  as  brands  from  the  burning,  and 
oe  may  truly  lay,  that  we  have  left 
ndone  thofe  things  that  we  ought  to  have 
one.  Did  not  the  Lord  Jelus  incul- 
ite  this  coududt  by  referring  his  fol- 
lowers 
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lowers  to  thofe  adts  of  mercy,  by 
faying,  The  poor  ye  have  always  with 
you,  but  me  ye  have  not  always  ? Now, 
mafmuch  as  you  give  but  a cup  of 
cold  water  to  one  of  the  lead;  of  thefe 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto 
me.  The  Lord  Jefus  Chrid  is  now 
far  beyond  the  reach  of  our  tender 
mercies,  but  the  dranger,  hungry, 
thirdy,  naked,  lick,  and  imprifoned 
poor,  are  dill  left  amongd  us,  and 
are  the  objects  of  our  compadion  : — 
and  thefe  are  they  that  were  the  pur- 
fu  t of  the  phyfician  of  The  Sick  Mail  s 
Friend . 

I have  feen  him  in  the  vifitations 
of  the  widow  with  her  helplels  off- 
fpring,  loaded  with  didreffes  herfelf, 
and  loathlome  difeafes  upon  her  help- 
lefs  family,  and  with  his  tender- 
hearted raader,  was  much  affedted  with 
the  diftreding  fcene  ; this  family  were 
the  particular  objedts  of  his  attention. 
When  the  widow’s  heart  was  ready 
to  break  for  the  lofs  of  her  once  af- 
fectionate hufband,  herfelf  frefli  deli- 
vered in  child-bearing,  and  two  others 
of  her  young  offspring  loaded  with 
the  fmall-pox  ; in  this  fcene  have  I 
beheld  the  lympathetic  affection  ot 
the  Chridian,  joined  with  the  adiduity 
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of  the  philanthropic,  not  (paring  his 
time,  but  foregoing  thofe  comforts 
which  he  could  enjoy  ; and,  with  his 
Matter,  forfook  the  foft  lulling  couch, 
to  mitigate  the  pangs,  and  alleviate 
the  naileries  of  his  dittrefled  fellow- 
fubjedts  of  fin  and  pain  ; and  in  this 
cafe,  I cannot  but  notice  the  affection 
that  he  gained  by  this  tender  condudt, 
to  one  of  the  children,  who  was  but 
turned  fix  years  of  age,  who  when 
loaded  with  that  loathfome  diforder 
before  mentioned,  fo  that  he  was  de- 
prived of  his  fight,  though  not  'de- 
prived of  a fenie  of  the  favour  done 
.by  the  phyfician’s  vifitation  of  him- 
felf  and  mother,  that  he  faid,  I iriujl 
have  Dr.  PeckwelPs  drink,  becatife  I 
love  Dr.  Peckwefl,  and  it  will  be  for  my 
%oodi  With  many  other  fuch  expref- 
fions  was  the  child’s  mind  fraught. 
This  diftrefimg  cale  is  not  one  of  the 
lleatt  amongtt  many  others,  that  under 
od  he  wras  ati  inttrument  of  com- 
municating to,  and  occafioning  the 
widow’s  heart  to  rejoice  in  lome  rriea- 
ure  under  raoft  poignant  trials,  who 
s now  rettored  to  her  hclplefs  off* 
;pring,  and  they  to  her,  out  of  the 
nidlt  of ficknefs  and  iniiery.  Before 
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I quit  this  cafe  I mufl  obferve,  that 
his  kindnefs  to  this  family  did  not 
only  extend  to  adminiflration  of  me- 
dicine, advice,  &c..  but  alfo  to  the 
covering  or  cloathing  of  fome  of  the 
family.  This  I have  been  informed 

j 

of  fince  his  deceafe,  by  the  widow. 

I could  relate  feveral  other  inflances 
of  his  beneficence,  which  I was  an 
eye  witnefs  of,  and  comes  under  this 
head  ; but  that  I may  not  be  tedious, 
I fhall  relate  one  other,  which  to  the 
inquifitive  may  be  the  mofl  fatisfac- 
tory,  as  it  will  have  a regard  to  the 
means  which  under  God  brought  him 
to  the  end  of  his  race,  and  took  him 
from  that  fphere  of  conduct.  I fhall 
be  more  particular  in  relating  this 
cafe,  concluding  it  to  be  the  more 
fatisfadtory  to  the  minds  of  many  who 
have  been  mifin formed  in  this  in- 
fiance,  bv  the  .various  falle  reports 
propagated  concerning  this  cafe,  which 
have  traduced,  and  had  a tendency  to 
injure  the  worthy  and  refpedtable 
character  of  Dr,  Peckwell  ; but  as  I 
was  chiefly  with  him  in  many  of  his 
vifitations,  and  this  cafe  in  particular 
being  recommended  by  him  to  me,  as 
one  of  the  Vifiters  of  Fbc  Sick  Alan’s 
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Friend . Previous  to  this  recommen- 
dation, I had  vifited  this  young  wo- 
man (whofe  name  was  Mary  Stone) 
at  the  requeff  of  her  brother,  who 
called  upon  me  one  Lord’s-day  even- 
ing' at  nine  o’clock,  (before  this  I 
never  heard  of,  nor  faw  her)  requeu- 
ing me  to  come  with  him  to  vilit  his 
(lifer,  who  was  much  diffreffed  in  her 
foul,  under  a temptation  of  the  enemy 
that  file  was  a caffaway,  and  that 
there  was  no  hope  of  mercy  for  her 
poor  foul ; that  her  portion  was 
amongfl  the  hypocrites  and  unbeliev- 
ing. 1 afked  the  brother,  if  his  filler 
was  not  fubjedt  to  a nervous  com- 
plaint. He  replied  in  the  affirmative. 
I then  told  him,  that  it  was  not  to  be 
wondered  at,  that  the  enemy  of  fouls 
did  take  advantage  upon  fuch  occafions, 
through  divine  permiffion  ; and  I made 
this  obfervation  to  him,  as  we  have  a 
proverb,  that  he  likes  to  fi/h  in  troubled 
waters,  and  therefore  I did  not  won- 
der at  the  temptation  under  thele  cir- 
cumflances.  It  being  a late  hour,  and 
finding  fhe  was  fubject  to  a nervous 
complaint,  I recommended  the  brother 
to  read  to  her  thirteen  verfes  of  the  xiith 
<of  Hebrews,  at  the  fame  time  telling 
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him,  that  God  did  not  defpife  the  day  of 
fmall  things , Zech.  iv.  io.  therefore 
requefted  him  to  read  it  with  prayer 
that  the  Lord  may  blefs  it  to  her  foul ; 
and  I promifed  him  that  I would  call 
upon  her  in  the  morning.  I would 
here  obferve,  that  Ihe  was  a young 
woman  brought  up  in  the  fear  of  the 
Lord  by  her  parents  from  her  youth, 
and  was,  like  Timothy,  taught  to 
know  the  fcriptur.es  from  a child  ; (he 
was  not  an  immoral  character,  one 
that  was  abandoned  to  the  outward 
follies  and  abominations  that  mod  of 
the  youth  of  our  days  are,  yet  was 
fhe  very  conlcious  of  the  evil  and  de- 
merit of  fiiy,  which  was  not  only- 
known  to  her  in  its  external  form, 
but  by  its  internal  workings  in  the 
mind  ; and  her  experience  in  this 
matter  correfponded  with  the  i\podle 
Paul,  who  lays,  when  the  command- 
ment came , fin  revived  and  I aied ; that 
flie  knew  the  import  of  that  icripture 
which  is  called  the  tenth  com  man  dr 
ment,  which  forbids  luh,  for  if  we 
take  the  /\po file’s  comment  upon  it,, 
he  lays,  Rom.  vii.  7.  I had  not  known 
lujl  except  the  law  had  jaid \ tl?ou  jhalt 
not  covet . So  that  1 am  perfuaded  Ihe 
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faw  the  deformity  of  evil,  being  made 
known  to  the  confidence  through  the 
medium  of  that  law,  by  which  (when 
it  comes  in  its  commanding  power  to 
the  foul  that  feels  its  weaknefs  thro’ 
the  defeats  of  the  flefh)  comes  the  know- 
ledge of  pny  and  it  is  that  which  irri- 
tates fm,  and  makes  it  appear  exceed- 
ing (inful,  in  its  true  character  ; this 
evil  lies  in  the  heart  of  every  fon  and 
daughter  of  Adam,  but  it  lies  latent 
in  the  hearts  of  unbelievers,  and  they 
are  fuch  who  palliate  the  matter,  and 
account  fm  a little  or  a light  thing, 
comparing  themfelves  by  themfelves, 
and  in  this  they  reft,  not  conlidering 
nor  viewing  the  infinite  evil  thereof; 
neither  will  it  be  viewed  in  any  other 
light  whilft  mm  indulge  themfelves  in 
thofe  things  that  lead  to  death, and  will 
refufe,  and  rejedt  that  commandment 
which  was  ordained  unto  life,  which, 
is  ftill  holy,  juft,  and  good,  notwith- 
flanding  the  mifinterpretations  of  it  by 
many,  who  are  blind  leaders  of  th$ 
blind.  And  can  any  other  reafon  be 
;affigned  for  this  condudt,  better  than 
that  which  our  Saviour  gives,  that 
en  loved  darknejs  rather  than  light  be - 
caufe  their  deeds  were  evil , John  iii.  19. 
and  will  not  come  to  the  light,  led 
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their  deeds  fhould  be  made  manifcft. 
.But  this  was  not  the  cafe  with  this 
young  woman,  fhe  was  convinced  of 
the  fpirituality  of  the  commandment, 
which  did  not  extenuate,  but  magni- 
fied fin,  which  occafioned  a great 
trouble  to  the  mind,  peculiar  to  fuch 
only  under  thefe  circumfiances,  and 
which  a ftranger  to  thefe  things  in- 
termeddleth  not  with  ; this  experi- 
ence is  in  fbme  great  mealure,  an  ex- 
planation in  the  practical  part  of  thofe 
words  our  Saviour  makes  ufeofwhen 
he  invites  the  weary  and  heavy  laden  to 
come  unto  him , that  they  may  find  rejl  unto 
their  fouls.  The  fubjedl  of  this  cafe 
knew  and  felt  what  the  members  of 
the  Church  of  England  have  often  put 
into  their  mouths  in  their  communion 
fervice,  That  their  fins  are  a burden 
intolerable  to  be  born  ; this  was  truly 
felt  by  her,  and  fhe  was  not  to  be 
comforted  in  that  her  extremity  till 
the  Lord  was  pleafed  to  blefs  the  read- 
ing of  his  own  word  to  her,  particu- 
larly that  portion  of  it  that  I recom- 
mended the  brother  to  read  to  her,  in 
which  the  Apoftle  had  left  the  word 
of  exhortation,  to  lay  afide  every  weight, 
-and  the  fin  that  ?nojt  eafily  befet.7  and  let 
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us  run  with  patience  the  race  fet  before 
us  ; — How  ? — looking  to  Jefus,  the  au~ 
thor  andfinijher  of  our  faith , in  his  flats 
of  humiliation,  that  we  may  not  be 
wearied  nor  faint  in  our  minds  ; par- 
ticularly thefe  words,  looking  to  jefus , 
were  blelfed  in  the  heartfelt  applica- 
tion of  them  to  her  foul ; that  when 
according  to  promife  I called  upon  her 
in  the  morning,  (he  prevented  my 
fpeaking  to  her,  in  alking  me  parti- 
cularly, in  what  part  of  the  bible  thofe 
precious  words  were  contained ; not 
that  Ihe  was  a (Iranger  to  them,  but 
had  forgot  what  part  they  were  con- 
tained in  i at  the  lame  time  requeuing 
an  aged  woman  that  was  with  her  to 
turn  it  down  in  her  bible,  faying  that 
her  memory  was  treacherous  and 
though  diflrefled  before  to  fo  great 
a degree,  (lie  now  lamented  her  in- 
gratitude with  tears  of  gratitude,  that 
fhe  could  not  more  love  and  admire 
that  precious , precious , precious  Saviour 
that  died  jor  me  a wretched  jinner  ; for 
thefe  were  her  own  words  that  Ihe 
expreded  tQ  me.  1 had  made  this 
minute,  with  many  more  of  the  like 
import,  of  her  dying  experience,  for 
the  do&or  to  preach  her  funeral  fer- 

mon 
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mon,  which  perhaps  may  be  needlefs 
here  to  exprefs,  but  a Word  to  the 
wile  may  be  fufficient,  as  the  Pfalmift 
exp  relies,  whofo  is  wife  and  will  ob - 
Jerve  tho/e  things  (fpeaking  of  GotPs 
dealing  with  the  children  of  men) 
even  thev  Jhall  under /land  the  loving  kind - 
fiefs  oj  the  Lord , Plalm  cvii.  lad:  verle. 

Having  vifited  her  for  everal  times 
before  die  was  recommended  as  an 
objeff  for  the  conli deration  of  The  Sick 
Man’s  Friend , and  being  reprefented 
to  the  dodtor  that  (he  was  lup]  orted 
in  her  ficknefs  by  an  affectionate  bro- 
ther, whofe  earnings  were  from  the 
labour  of  his  owtl  hands,  to  eafe  the 
brother  in  that  Chriltian  part  of  his 
condudlj  he  thought  proper  to  recom- 
mend her  -to  The  Sick  Man  s Friend ; 
the  letter  of  recommendation  I have 
dill  by  me.  She  had  a complication 
of  dilorders,  ,and  experienced  great 
pains  the  latter  part  of  her  time;  he 
liad  proved  that  the  materia  medica 
would  not  avail,  die  being  too  far  gone, 
recommended  me  to  procure  her 
new  whey  every  morning,  from  winch 
(he  found  a mitigation  of  her  pain  ; 
but  the  days  ot  her  appointed  time 
being  come,  nothing  was  available  to 
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tribe  the  fhaft  of  death,  which  came 
upon  her  whilft  hie  was  attempting 
in  broken  accents  tofuag  thefe  words* 

“ His  comforts  bear  my  fpirits  up.s> 


Thus  (he  expired  in  the  full  affuranee 
of  faith,  which  was  denied  her  in  her 
pilgrimage  hate  till  this  latter  part  of 
her  viiitation. 

The  Sick  Man  s Friend's  phyfician 
viflted  her  in  thefe  her  painful  and 
trying  moments,  and  this  orphan  was 
no  left  the  care  and  objedf  of  his  com- 
palhon  than  were  the  aged  and  the 
widow  • and  as  his  advice  in  this 
cafe  concurred  with  my  fentiments 
upon  the  fubject,  that  under  thefe 
oppreflions  of  mind  and  body,  not 
to  elate  her  mind  too  much  under 
thele  feelings,  and  cautioufly  to  be 
.aware  of  deprefling  her  foul  as  it  was 
fixed  upon  the  rock  of  eternal  ages, 
even  Jelus  Chrift,  therefore  in  this 
her  languid  hate  of  body,  not  to 
wound  her  whom  the  Lord  would 
have  healed.  1 continued  my  vibra- 
tions till  the  Monday  evening  (Au- 
guh  6)  before  ihe  died.  She  died  ott 
the  Tueiday,  of  which  I was  informed 
on  the  VVed^iefday  morning  by  the 
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aged  woman  that  was  with  her.  Dr, 
Peckwell  called  upon  me  about  half 
, an  hour  after  the  aged  woman  had 
been  at  my  houfe,  and  alked  me  how 
the  young  woman  (Mary  Stone)  was 
— I told  him  fhe  was  dead — he  feeraed 
furprized  that  I did  not  let  him  know 
of  it  before.  I told  him  he  had  the 
Information  almoffc  as  foon  as  I had  it 
myfelf.  He  faid  he  wifhed  he  had 
been  lo  fortunate  as  to  have  known  it  , 
before — but,  fays  he,  it  is  not  too 
late  now  ; he  faid  he  had  a great  de- 
lire to  have  the  body  opened  if  it  was 
agreeable  to  her  friends,  for  he  faid 
fhe  had  peculiar  complaints,  and  a 
complication  of  dilorders.  He  had 
his  fon  with  him  when  he  called  upon 
me,  and  therefore  propoled  it  to  me 
to  go  to  alk  the  confent  of  the  friends, 
but  he  altered  his  mind,  and  faid,  I 
will  leave  Bob  (his  foil's  name)  with 
you,  and  I will  go  myfelf,  replying, 

I have  no  doubt  1 lhall  have  their  con- 
fent : upon  this  he  departed  and  was 
not  away  above  twenty  minutes,  and 
then  returned  and  delired  me  to  walk 
with  him  into  a back  apartment  of 
mine,  and  there  he  related  to  me  the 
whole  procefs  of  the  operation,  and 
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tn  particular  told  me,  that  the  vifcera 
or  bowels  was  full  of  putrid  corrupted 
matter;  alfo  faid  the  operation  was 
rather  ofFeniive — afked  me  for  half  a 
Ihglafs  of  brandy,  at  the  fame  time 
'wiping  his  fingers  with  his  handker- 
jlcchief,  as  though  they  then  fmarted; 
but  as  I did  not  apprehend  the  confe- 
quence  then,  I did  not  think  of  afking 
ihim.  He  propofed  then  to  preach  a 
jlifuneral  lermon  upon  the  occafion  of 
tthe  young  woman's  death,  which  was 
to  be  preached  on  Sunday  evening  fol- 
lowing, alfo  telling  me  that  he  would 
have  a collection  afterwards  for  to 
eftablilh  and  fupport  a fupply  of  me- 
dicines only,  as  the  expences  were 
increafing,  at  the  lame  time  requeu- 
ing me  to  make  a memorandum  of 
ler  dying  fayings,  that  he  might 
herefrom  enforce  the  necefiity  of 
leaving  to  the  Lord  with  full  purpofe 
of  heart  ; from  her  dying  experience, 
ne  acknowledged  to  me,  that  he  had 
lot  met  with  a cafe  of  liich  undiflem- 
nled  atfeCtion  towards  the  Lord  Jefus 
thrift;  and  1 mull  confefs,  that  I 
cqarce  met  with  one  fo  fincere,  and  yet 
Simple  in  the  exprellions  of  the  feel- 
tigs  of  her  mind.  1 (hall  quit  this 

fubjeCt

Subject  with  one  obfervation  more,  in 
regard  to  his  approved  (kill  in  the 
medical  line,  though  I would  by  no 
means  drop  it  to  the  depreciating  of 
thofe  able  phySicians  we  have  in  this 
metropolis  : the  perfon  who  was  the 
Subject  of  the  complaint  had  made 
application  to  mod:  of  the  faculty  who 
» were  eminent  for  judgment,  and  in 
his  applications  to  them,  none  of  their 
prescriptions  had  Succeeded,  but  he 
was  getting  worfe  and  world-,  more 
debilitated,  and  much  reduced ; he 
applied  to  me  as  a medium  of  accefs 
to  Dr.  Peckwell,  wishing  to  have  his 
advice.  The  doctor  agreed  to  See  him 
the  next  morning,  and  upon  inquiry, 
he  perfectly  underftood  his  cafe,  pre- 
scribed him1  medicine  that  took  the  ' 
deSired  effeCt,  and  the  perfon  is  now 
in  as  good -{fate  of  health  as  he  ever 
was*'  I Shall  now  wind  up  the  fubjedt- 
with  a word  of  improvement  and  ex- 
hortation; 

- The  general  Scope  of  the  Scriptures 
evidently  Sets  forth  the  I>  rd  to  be  a- 
wife  workman,-  working  after  the  * 
counfel  of‘  his  own  will,  who  takes 
notice  of*  the  moft  minute  circum- 
ftancesj  that  even  ttodiairs  -of  our 
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heads  are  numbered,  and  a fparrow 
falleth  not  to  the  ground  bnt  that  he 
is  a ftridl  obferver  of  ; and  fhall  this 
breach  be  made  in  his  vineyard,  and 
the  Lord  not  have  done  it  ? he  that 
oppieth  and  no  man  Jhutteth , and JJoutteib 
and  no  man  openeth , Rev,  iii.  7.  The 
means  and  the  end  are  ordained  by 
that  fove reign  difpofer  of  every  event, 
to  bring  about  his  purpofes  in  all  his 
difpeniations  ; but  the  latter  is  always 
flint  up  in  his  own  bread:  till  the  event 
takes  place,  and  till  then  is  not  dis- 
coverable by  finite  capacities  ; and  that 
is  the  reafon,  as  fucb,  that  we  are  to 
■nfe  all  means,  to  anfwer  the  end  that 
‘God  has  appointed  them  for  : — Food 
to  fupport  our  animal  frames,  medi- 
cine to  heal  them  when  diieaied.  Now 
if  we  negledt  the  one  or  the  other, 
t he  body  muff,  or  may,  die  in  the  fail- 
ure of  one  or  the  other.  It  cannot  be 
(denied  but  only  by  tbofe  that  are  icep- 
ttics,  that  there  have  been  great  ditto- 
weries  made  in  regard  to  the  animal  or 
human  frame,  and  one  of  the  great-eft 
uf  them  lately  difcovered  by  our  coun- 
tryman, Dr.  Hervey,  in  regard  to  the 
-irculation  of  the  blood  ; and  if  fuck 
lifcoveries  have  been  made,  and  that 
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fo  lately,  greatly  to  the  advantage  of 
the  human  life,  that  it  may  be  ren- 
dered more  comfortable,  why  may  not 
other  as  great  difcoveries  be  made  to 
the  mitigation  of  pains  and  di borders, 
through  the  diligent  inquiry  into  the  ! 
nature  of  diforders,  and  their  ends  ? 
efpecially  when  the  glory  of  God  is 
the  chief  defgn.  It  was  this  that 
Simulated  our  late  valuable  friend,  j 
that  he  might  be  made  ferviceable  in  I 
his  two- fold  capacity  ; that  as  he  was  ; 
blelfed  of  the  Lord  with  two  talents, 
he  (according  to  his  own  words  once 
dropped  upon  this  fubjecl)  was  not  toil 
bury  one  becaufe  he  pojfeffed  two , but  was 
called  upon  to  the  exercife  of  them, 
both,  and  to  follow  the  example  of 
his  Mafter,  doing  good  to  the  bodies 
as  well  as  to  the  iouls  of  his  fellow- 
creatures.  In  the  purfuit  of  this 
praife-worthy  conduct,  he  was  ap- 
prehended by  the  fatal  means,  whil 
in  the  exercife  of  informing  his  judg 
ment  in  the  fcience  ; and  fo  loft  hi 
,own  life  whillL  he  ,was  purfuing,  b 
acquired  ikill,  the  temporal  eafe  an 
happinefs  of  lurviving  fellow  ere 
tures.  This  was  not  done  prefum 
tuoully,  but  cautioufly,  as  he  ha 
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done  before  in  like  cafes.  The  acci- 
dent of  pricking  his  finger  with  the 
needle,  mull  have  happened  when  he 
took  it  out  from  the  cafe  of  inftru- 
ments  to  get  it  ready  with  the  thread 
for  the  fewing  up  of  the  body,  which 
no  doubt  was  done  when  he  had  fent 
one  woman  to  call  in  the  other  ro 
aflifhance,  for  it  was  ready  upon  the 
drawers  before  he  began  the  operation.. 
Afrer  having  opened  the  body,  he  ex- 
amined every  part  of  the  entrails  ; he 
found  the  greater  part  of  the  lungs 
wafted,  and  took  a little  piece  thereof 
in  his  fingers,  ana  (hewed  the  woman 
;aftifting  him  how  it  was  decayed,  and 
jlikewife  told  her  that  all  the  other 
•parts  were  lound.  In  the  examina- 
tion of  the  body  he  had  fullied  both 
his  hands,  and  in  the  operation  his 
finger  fmarted  much.  He  was  afktd  by 
one  of  the  women,  if  he  had  cut  hi mf elf 
He  replied  No,  but  I have  hurt  it , and 
:t  [marts  very  much.  She  afked  him 
’/  he  would  have  any  thing  to  put  to  it. 
Hie  replied  A o,  it  was  but  trifling. 
\fter  he  had  examined  the  body,  he 
ook  the  needle  and  thread,  which 
vas  ready  prepared,  and  he  fewed  up 
he  body  himfelf,  and  did  not  then 
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prick  his  finger.  After  having  done 

this,  he  afked  for  fome  water  to  wafh 
his  hands.  From  this  it  is  to  be  ob- 
ferved,  that  it  is  mod;  probable  that 
he  had  pricked  his  finger  in  the  pre- 
paring the  needle  and  thread,  before 
he  touched  the  body ; and  it  was  a 
very  flight  wound,  for  it  fcarcely  ap- 
peared to  bleed.  Now,  how  did  all 
theie  circifm fiances  attending  this 


operation,  feem  at  that  time  to 


very  trivial  in  themfelves  ? neverthe- 
lefs  they  were  all  confpiring  to  bring 
to  pafs  that  which  an  unerring  hand 
had  before  di refled  ; even  the  hand  of 
that  God,  whole  ways  are  in  the  deep, 
and  not  fully,  in  the  prelent  hate  o, 
things,  to  be  known  ; but  the  ifl'ue  o 
this  adventure  has  brought  about  the 
death  of  a valuable  man  to  lociety 
and  which  is  now  lamented  by  thou 
lands,  who  have  been  benefited  thr 
his  labours. 

My  Chrihian  friends  and  brethren 
let  us  not  forrozv  as  men  without  hop. 
on  account  of  this  breach  made  among 
but  let  the  prophet’s  reproof 
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fufFered  amongft  us,  The  rlghteo  ji 
perljheth  and  no  man  layeth  it  to  hcarn^ 
and  mercljul  men  are  taken  away , not 
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considering  that  the  righteous  is  taken 
away  from  the  evil  to  come,  Ifaiahli.  1. 
The  profitable  improvement  to  be 
made  of  this  bereavment  will  be,  to 
lay  it  to  heart,  and  confider  that  he  is 
taken  from  the  evil  to  come,  and  that 
to  us  who  are  left  behind,  he  being 
dead,  yet  preachelh  in  his  works,  life 
and  conversation  ; and  his  luff  text 
and  fermon  does  as  it  were  point  with 
a finger  to  the  two  Succeeding  verfes, 
the  7th  and  8th  verfes  of  the  xiiith  of 
Hebrews,  Remember  them  which  have 
the  rule  over  you,  who  have  fpoken  unto 
you  the  word  of  God ; whofe  faith  fol- 
low, conf  dering  the  end  rf  their  conver- 
f at  ion , JefusChrift , the  fame yejler  day , and 
to-day,  and  far  ever.  And  I am  lure 
that  I may  finally  conclude,  and  lay, 
that  the  end  of  all  his  preaching  was 
Jelus  Chrift,  and  him  crucified;  that 
he  laid,  as  a mafter-builder,  no  other 
foundation  than  what  God  has  laid, 
even  Jefus  Chrift,  the  chief  corner- 
ftone,  to  raife  up  a fuperftrudture,  and 
that  upon  the  doctrine  of  the  prophets 
and  apoftles,  rejedting  ail  innovations 
of  men,  merely  as  they  were  the  doc- 
trines of  men.  And  now  methinks  I 
hear  him  fay,  My  poor  confi idling 
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"'fellow  doners,  hold  on  and  hold  out 
to  the  end,  fighting  the  good  fight  of 
faith,  ftrengthened  with  the  Spirits 
might  in  the  inward  man,  and  you 
fhall  be  brought  into  that  uninter- 
rupted reft  which  I now  enjoy,  with 
th  e red  of  the  f pints  of  juji  men  made 
perfect.  Amen. 
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
